PRESIDENT SILENT 
ON ABSOLUTE “NO” 


Probability Held Remote 

of “Draft” as Result; 
Personal Integrity Is 
Believed Involved.

Washington, April 20.—(United 
News.)—President Coolidge tonight 
requested that further use of his name 
as a possible presidential candidate 
be stopped. 

He declared that efforts to press 
his candidacy in Massachusetts, New 
York and elsewhere would be “most 
embarrassing” to him and he added 
the direct request that it be not done. 

He said that in Massachusetts par- 
ticularly, such a movement would 
“tend to compromise me.” 

While the president did not say 
he would refuse to accept the nomina- 
tion if offered, his action was taken 
as an effort to discourage any further 
activity in his behalf. 

Voices Views in Letter. 

The president voiced his views in a 
letter to Francis Prescott, Massachu- 
setts state republican chairman, on 
the basis of reports that his friends 
in his home state were preparing to 
write his name on the presidential 
preference ballots at the primary 
Tuesday. 

This word comes just as repub- 
licans in many states were beginning 
to revive the “draft Coolidge” talk as 


a way out of the deadlock which | 


many of them fear in the Kansas City 
national convention. This talk has 
been especially strong in New York, 
where powerful party leaders oppos- 
ing Secretary Herbert Hoover have 
ceaselessly urged the president's re- 
nomination. In the last week it has 
been _psisted that the president is 
"Yhe man who has t'x:e best chance of 
defeating Governor Al Smith. 
May Accept Post. 

Reports have been circulated re- 
cently that in the event of a bona- 
‘fide deadlock the president could be 
persuaded to accept. This week Sen- 
ator Fess, of Ohio, the republican 
convention keynoter, said that if the 
convention is deadlocked it will be 


necessary to turn to the president to 
lead the party out of its chaos. 

Recently friends of Herbert Hoo- 
ver said that there is no possibility 
of the president being drafted. They 
represented that they had positive in- 
formation to that effect which might 
be produced, if necessary, at the 
proper time. 

Some significance, too, has been at- 
tached to the fact that within the 
next few weeks leading up to the 
convention the president is scheduled 
to make an unusually large number 
of speeches. Some saw in this a 
subtle movement to bring him to the 
front as a political figure in the con- 
vention balloting. 

Probability Is Remote. 


But many felt that in-view of his 
letter tonight the probability of his 
accepting a nomination had become 
more remote. His statement that 
such a movement tended to “compro- 
mise’? him was taken <o indicate that 
the president felt that it was a re- 
flection upon his personal integrity 
to assert that he would accept the 
nomination after stating that he did 
not choose to run, that his deeision 
would be respected and that the party 
should look for another Jeader. 

Last February Senator Fess stated 
in a senate debate that he believed 
the president could honorably accept 
the nomination in face of what he 
has said, a view that many of Mr. 
Coolidge’s vartisans have professed to 
share. This view has not been held 
by the majority here, however, and 
their number likely will be decreased 
— by the president's request to- 


BLAST IN FACTORY 
KILLS 6, HURTS 16 
TRAPPED BY FIRE 


Electric Fan Falls Into 
Bowl of Silver Nitrate 
at Plane Plant in Den- 
ver, Colorado. 


—— 


Denver, Colo., April 20.—(4)—With 
the death of two of the injured in a 
Denver hospital, the death list in the 
explosion and fire today in the paint 
shop of the Alexander Industries, Inc., 
at Englewood mounted to eight to- 


night. 

Twelve employees of the compay 
were in hospitals here, many of them, 
it was reported, critically injured. Six 
other employees injured in the fire 
had been returned to their homes. 

The company engages in a. number 
of enterprises including the manufac- 
ture of airplanes and, the fire spread 
rapidly from the paint shop with its 
store of highly inflammable materials 
used in the “doping” of airplane 
wings. 

Flames enveloped the building after 
the first blast. Persons, their clothes 
in flames, staggered from the burn- 
ing structure while ‘rescuers rushed 
in and emerged with the seared bodies 
of others among the dead or critically 
injured. 

The known dead are Eifie Harins 
and Ella Taylor, Mrs, Gertrude J. CU. 
Garrett, Ross’ Owen Scott, Carl B. 
Moseley, employees, and one uniden 
tified man and an unidentified wom- 
an. In quick succession the two blasts 
followed the first explosion, and flaines 
shot 50 feet out of the building. _ 

Almost all the clothing of the vic- 
tims was burned off. Several were in 
critical condition at the Denver Gen- 
eral hospital. A temporary first aid 
station was established at the scene 
of the explosion and here the nude 
and seared bodies of victims were 
swathed in hastily improvised ban- 
dazes. 

The paint shop,.a wooden structure, 
was rupidly consumed by the fire, 
which was brought under control this 
afternoon. 

Richard Trenari, 21, an employee 
who was in the tuilding when the 
first explosion occurred, said he be- 
lieved it was caused by a short circuit- 
ed electric fan which dropped into an 
open pan of silver nitrate. 

Trenari. who escaped with minor 
bruises, declared the entrapped vic- 
tims who did not happen to be near 
a door, had no avenue of escape. 

“The flames spread rapidly and soon 
the whole of the west wing was in 
flames,” he said, “It was a terrible 
inferno. Screams of trapped women 
and men employees could be heard.” 

Trenari feared that the bodies of 
several women workers would be 
found in the ruins. 

An official investigation was un- 
dertaken by county officials. The dam- 
age from the fire was small, estimated 
around $7,000,

Used To Get Bremen Photos

New York, April 20—Airplanes, spe- 
cial trains and motor cars were used 
to rush to New York the pictures 
which “Duke” Schiller took of the 
Bremen and its crew at. Greenely 
island for the North American News- 


Lpaper.Alliance,.of which. The Consti- 


tution is the only member in this city. 

Storms were met and battled and 
overcome, and a new record for the 
train run from Montreal to New York 
was set in bringing the pictures*here 
for distribution by the North American 
Newspaper Alliance to all its member 
papers. These pictures were the {first 
by many hours to arrive from Green- 
ely island. 

“Duke” Schiller, who piloted the 
North American Newspaper Alliance 
plane to Greenely island, and who, 
with his companions, was the first per- 
son from the outside world to reach 
the stranded fliers, left Greenely Mon- 


day morning. He already has told in 
stories he has written for the alliance 
papers of the furious. fight against 
storms he had in his journey back to 
Murray Bay. Twice he was compelled 
to land and wait for the storm to 
abate. Once he came down at Natasb- 
quan, Queb. Next he landed at Seven 
Islands. But yesterday he battled his 
vay safely through to Murray Bay. 


At Murray Bay, Schiller gave his roll 
of films ta Captain Saunders, chief 
pilot of the Fairchild corporation of 
Canada. Captain Saunders took off 
for Quebec at 4:30 yesterday afternoon 
and arrived an hour and a half‘ later. 

In Quebec the pictures were trans- 
ferred to a special train, which left at 
8:10 last night and reached Montreal 
at midnight. At Montreal the pictures 
were put-aboard-a plane, which started 
for New York at daybreak: “Wt ran 


into a snowstorm and was brouglit 
down by ice forming on the wings, 
after going twenty miles. The pictures 
were put into an automobile and hus- 
tled back to Montreal. Then another 
special. train was chartered: for the 
trip from Montreal to New York. The 
special left Montreal at 10 o'clock this 
‘morning. *It was due in New York 


at 7:40 tonight but arrived, at 6:35, 


thus setting the new mark for the run. 

At Grand Central station a 
senger with the films sped for a tuxi- 
cab. and fifteen minutes later was in 
the offices of the North American 
Newspaper Alliance at 63 Park Row. 
The pictures then were flashed to mem- 
ber papers of the alliance throughout 
the country by telephoto and fast mail 
and were radioed to the members 
abroad. 

The pictures showed views of the 
Bremen bogged down in the ice, jts 
crew of three, Schiller and Dr. Louis 
Cuisinier, one of the “Duke's” two 
companions in the North American 
Newspaper Alliance relief plane, and 
in the background the lighthouse where 
a fliers sought shelter and 
rest.

Gets Full Delegations 
From Iowa and Illinois; 

| Defeats Meredith in Des 
Moines. Convention. 


Des Moines, Iowa, April 20.—(#)— 
All of Iowa’s 26 delegates to the dem- 
ocratic national convention at Hous- 
ton, Texas, late today were instruct- 
ed by the party's state convention to 
vote under the unit rule for Governor 
Smith, of New York, for the presi- 
dential nomination. The vote was by 
acclamation. Eight delegates at large 
with one-half vote each were also 
named to the national convention. 

The Smith delegates were in com- 
plete control of the convention. 

Under the instructions, the dele 


gates are to vote for Governor Smith 
as long as there is reasonable oppor- 
tunity of securing his nomination, the 
majority to determine when, if ever, 
the delegates shall be released from 
this vote of instruction.” 

A resolution adopted declared that 
ch.rges recently made in the United 
States senate that the Smith victory 
in lowa was accomplished by trickery 
or the improper use of money “are 
absolutely devoid of any foundation 
in fact.” The resolution recited that 
no evidence substantiating these 
charges had heen presented to the 
convention, and denounced the charges 
as “an attempt to assassinate the 
moral influence of this’ convention 
with the democracy of the nation.”

A farmer, engaged in enlarg- 
ing his cellar, located a subterranean 
passage. He followed the tunnel for 
20 yards and emerged into a large 
concrete dugout ‘where he came upon 
the bodies of the Germans. Some of 


them were seated around tables, oth- 
ers lying in bunks or outright on the 
ground, their rifles still hanging on 
hooks in the walls. 

It is presumed that all were killed 
during a rest period by an asphyxiat-

National 
bank, of Chicago. Nye said present in- 
dications were that Stewart shared a 
fourth of the Continental company ® 
$3,080,000 profits and added that 
committee investigators now are seek- 
ing additional information. 

Stewart had testified before. ihe 
Teapot .committee that he ‘never 
personally profited one dollar by this 
deal,” but when pressed as to whether 
he knew anything about the purchase 
of the first Liberty loan bonds rep- 
resenting the profits of the Continen- 
tal Trading company, he refused to 
answer. He is now under indictment 
for contempt of the senate on that 
action and his trial is expected to be 
held during the next few weeks. 

Senator Nye in disclosing the com- 
mittee’s discovery today said that its 
search for the disposition of the Copi- 
tinental profits would be materialiy 
sided as it indicated that Stewart is 
the holder of the missing one-fourth 
of the profits, He named Harry Sin- 
clair, Harry M. Blackmer, of the 
Midwest Refining company, and 
eames E. O'Neil, of the Prairie Gas 
& Oil company, as those who shared 
the other three-fourths. 

The more than $200,000 paid- by 
Sinclair to Albert Fall, former secre- 
tary of the interior, from whom he 
leased Teapot Dome naval oil re- 
serye, has been identified as Liberty 
bonds like those of the Continental 
company. The government has charged 
that the payment was a bribe, but 
that is denied by Sinclair and Fall. 

The Canadian company was formed 
nbout the time of the Teapot Dome 
Jease to Sinclair. It purchased oil and 
resold it at a profit of 25 cents a 
barrel and went out of existence a 
few years ago. 

Find Deposit Slip. 

Evidence in the hands of the sen- 
ate committee, Senator Nye explained 
today, is that a deposit slip has been 
found in Stewart’s personal account 
in the Chicago bank showing that on 
December 15, 1923, he depésited $13,- 
903.75. On the deposit slip, Senator 
Nye said, was a notation that the 
money was the residue of “coupons 
first Liberty loan, deducting two 
days.’ A similar deposit was discov- 
ered in December of 1922, Nye said. 

“It is significant,’’ the senator de-

Days of Long Ago 
As Halliburton Lectures 
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Vivid word pictures of scenes of 
classic romance, of modern adventures 
down the trails where Greek and Hin- 


du and Mohammedan and Roman tréd 
their eternal steps of g'ories in the 
lamorous days of old, were wainred 
‘riday night by Richard Halliburten 
for a large audience at Wesley Me- 
morial auditorium. : 

Best evidence of the thrall in which 
he held his hearers lies in the fact 
that, although he talked fer ninety 
minutes, it seemed more ihan half 
an hour when suddenly his words 
ceased and he stepped back from the 
platform edge. , 

He carried the hundreds who had 
thronged to hear him, back down the 
corriders of time te the days when the 
Parthenon stood in all its glory upon 
the Acropolis at Athens. He told of 
his own visit by moonlicht to that 
classic spot and he dreamed a beauti- 
ful dream in which the six marble 
maidens Aalked with him of their days 
of glory and their twenty-five hundred 
years of eternal sculptured life. 

He described the life of that. great- 
est romantic figure of twentieth cen- 
tury literature, Rupert Brooke and 
recounted his own emotions as he stood 
beside the lonely grave upon a Grecian 
isle. where Brooke sleeps forever be- 
neath a‘grove of cedars planted three 
thousand years ago. 

He told-again the sjery of the Hin- 
du Prireess Padmini. greatest heroine 
ef Hind history and how he had met 
a living Hindu maid whom tr could 
on y describe as a Princess Pcedmini ef 
today. 


He described in language that lived 
the glories of the Tax Mahal and how 
he had hidden in the gardens there to 
see the real beauty of its minarets 
and spires by moonlight. Of how he 
had bathed in ‘the marble -pool -and ' 
dreamed that he had returned to some 
forgotten existence of the past, when 
the gloriously beautiful Mohammedan 
queen, in whose memory her husband 
king had erected it, the most lovely 
piece of architecture the world has 
ever known, spoke again to this mod- 
ern American worshipper of its beauty. 

Then he wound up by declaring that 
if, for any of his hearers, he had siuc- 
ceeded in transporting them tof the 
scenes he had described, if he had given 
them an hour’s vacation from prosaic 
every-day existence in Atlanta, he had 
accomplished the only mission ‘to 
which he aspires.

Savannah, Ga., April °0.—(P)— 


Report on activities of the Florida 


Kast Coast patrol of the Uniced 
States coast guard during the winter 
cruising season which lasts from De- 


cember 1 to April 1, has just been 
completed by Captain P. W. Lauriat, 
commander of the cutter Yamacraw. 

The report shows that 5« vessels 
having a value of $1,855,050 ‘were 
viven assistance during the season. 
There were 637 persons aboard the 
vessels, which were aided by coast 
guard boats of the unit comprised of 
base No. 20 at Fenandina, Fla.; base 
No. 6 at Fort Landerdale, Fla., and 
the Yamarraw. ‘The limits extend 
from Savannah: to the Florida keys. 
The Yamacraw cruised 5,833 miles 
during the season. 

The winter eruise of coast sguard 
boats was established by law before 
the days of wireless telegraphy, the 
vessels being ordered “to cruise upon 
the coast in the seasons of severe 
weather and to afford such aid_ to 
distressed navigators as their circum- 
stances may require, and such publie 
vessels shall go to sea fully prepared 
to render such assistance,

Give Ninth Ward 
H igh Percentage 


Attics, backyards and basements of 
ninth ward homes yielded 114 truck- 
loads of rubbish for the city inciner- 
ator and nearly 50 wagonloads of old 
clothing, furniture, waste paper and 
rags for the Salvation Army during 
“clean-up, paint-up” week which doses 
today, it was disclosed in reports Fri- 


day from the ninth ward committee 
headed by Mrs. Ed A. Pierce. These 
quantities were in addition to the 
ward’s usual crop of refuse. 

The ninth ward report was the first 
to be made upon the close of the week 
and reports from other wards are to be 
filed during Saturday and next week 
by other ward chairmen, it was stated 
by Mrs. J. R. Little, director general 
of the campaign. 

A final tour of inspection over the 
ward Friday by the committee repre- 
senting the Woman’s club, chamber 
of commerce and .Atlanta Real Estate 
board resulted in the ward being given 
a rating of 100 per cent on appear- 
ance of its parks, 100 per cent on ap- 
pearance of schools and_ school 
grounds, 95 per cent on condition of 
its grocery and drug stores, 95 per 
cent on clean-up work on vacant lots 
and 90 per cent on homes, with spe- 
cial reference to compliance with the 
garbage can ordinance in both homes 
and business places. The garbage cans, 
according to committee officials, are 
necessary to keep business and resi- 
dence premises clean. 

Mrs. Pierce’s committee gave espe- 
cial praise to the city sanitary inspec- 
tor and truck drivers who serve the 
ninth ward, commending them on their 
effidency and courtesy in the face of 
the difficult task of covering their ter- 
ritory with inadequate equipment. 

Mrs. Pierce reported that the ninth 
ward had been sub-divéied into six 
“clean-up, paint-up, plant-up” cam- 
paign districts for the permanent pro- 
eram for civie beauty which is being 
launched as a result of the clean-up, 
week’s activities. Each district chair- 
man is to name a block chairman for 
each city block in the ward who in 
turn will form a committee composed 
of all the housewives in the block.

The young man re- 
ports that his hearing has heen im- 
proved considerably during the fast. 
He says his other senses also have 
been sharpened.

ANSWERS TO MOTHERS. 
Marking Babies. 

Mrs. M.—Do stop worrying for fear 
you may have marked your unborn 
child by the accident you saw. 

There is no scientific foundation 


whatever for the belief that birth- 
marks may be caused by any emo- 
tional u.sets of the mother. Nature 
has seen to it that the baby is well 
protected by its membranes and wa- 
ters, and there is no actual direct 
nerve nor blood connection with the 
mother. Birthmarks do oceur, it is 
true, and cé@rtain abnormalities which 
are present in the parents or in the 
forbears somewhere along the line may 
be transferred. 

It is believed that the greater. ab- 
normalities are produced by a dis- 
ensed condition in the uterus, but 
this usually works from the _ begin- 
ning of conception, and is not modi- 
fied by any frights and other experi- 
ences afterwards. 

As you say you are in good health 
and have had healthy children be- 
fore, you needot fear this complica- 
tion. Now stop worrying.

Importance of Breast Feeding. 

Mrs. P.—You will be making a 
grave mistake if you don’t nurse your 
baby. <A ygoo.. rule to follow is that 
any mother who is well enough to 
eare for her child is capable of nurs- 
ing he. 3 

The breast-fed baby is much more 
resistant to disease, is less liable to 
intestinal disturbantes, and in every 
way he has a greater chance for health 
and life. While it is true that arti- 
ficial feeding has been much simpli- 
fied and is less hazardous than it 
used to be, it never can qompare with 
the natural feeding. The baby’s own 
mother’s, milk is designed especially 
for the baby, and he should have his 
heritage, 

If the mother has active tubercu- 
losis, she should not nurse her baby; 
this ‘is the only disease which many 
chidren spedalists consider a_ posi- 
tive contraindication to nursing. Epi- 
lepsy and insanity may. be considered 
at times when there is possibility of 
the mother’s injuring the child, andj 
there are some acute conditions, such 
as an abscess of the breast, which 
would temporarily stop the nursing. 

Your reasons for thinking you can- 
not nurse vour baby are not valid,

Defective Child. ‘ 

Mrs. K's little boy of 41-2 years 
cannot walk, talk nor feed himself 
and is generaly stupid and hard to 
manage. He is overweight, and has 
ne-very large tongue, which makes it 
difficult for him to swallow. 

Some of the little boy’s symptoms 
point to a marked deficiency of the 
secretion of the thyroid gland, which 
has a great deal to do with normal 
physical and mental growth and de 
velopment, Mrs. K. (The thyroid is 
that gland in the neck which, when 
calarged, is known as a goiter.) The 
condition is known as cretinio, and 
the patiet, a cretin. 

If this is true, he can be very 
ereatly helped by proper tlryroid medi- 
eation, which will have to be ad- 
ministered throughot his life, and the 
sooner treatment is begun the _ bet- 
ter. If there are no children spe- 
cialists in your town, you must try 
to make a trip to the nearest city. 
If he isn’t a cretin, but was born 
with a defective brain, you should 
try to have him put in some institu. 
tion for the feeble-minded, because it 
is not wise to bring up your other 
children with him.

The racers have been following oc- 
casional detours of what would have 
been the direct route from Los An- 
geles to New York, and this zig zag 
nature of the track undoubtedly is ex- 
plained by Mr. Pyle’s motives in con- 
ducting the race. That is, Mr. Pyle de- 
sires to make aw large amount of re- 
sources out ofsthe event and if he can 
convince the civie leaders of some 
town which lies off the direct path 
that it would uplift the cultural tone 
of their community to have 20 foot- 
sore gentlemen, dressed in underwear.

Of course, Mr. Pyle is not in the up- 
lift profession merely because it keeps 
him out of doors and all communities 
wishing to be elevated by his methods 
must lay the funds on the wood, as the 
bartenders used to say. Just how 
much money they must lay on the 
wood, probably varies according to the 
size of the town. the size of the town’s 
treasury, the degree of the yearning 
for uplift and the availability of alter- 
nate towns. However, I saw an item 
from some minute place in Oklahoma 
the other day stating that Ralph Scott. 
late all-American football player of 
the University of Wisconsin and still 
more recent coach of the C. C. Pyle- 
Red Grange professional team, had 
leaned an attachment against one 
purse of $5.000, which this towns 
chamber of commerce had posted for 
Mr. Pyle. 

Brisk Business. 

If he is doing 2s well as $5,000 
eash in everyone of the towns in 
which his runners spend a night and 
is picking up guarantees on a dimin- 
ishing scale in wide spots along the 
route where they merely pause to cool 
their fevered legs, he must be doing 
a brisk business. Then, also, there 
are other items of revenue accruing to 
Mr. Pyle, none of which are being 
mentioned in dispatches because it Is 
desired to avoid the dissemination of 
free advertising. These are such mat- 
ters as checks from firms which manu- 
facture canned vitamines, corn plas- 
ters, liniment and shoes, to mention 
only. a few of the clients, which Mr. 
Pyle mentioned to me long before his 
runners reallv started. 

In just what manner it elevates the 
cultural life of a branch line city to 
harbor over night a score or more of 
centlemen whose chief distinctions 
would seem to be that they have feeble 
minds and strong legs. I do not 
know. : ; 

Mr. Pyle explaimed it to me in 
great detail one night last fall, but 
still I do not krow, He might now 
point out that the presentation ol 
the great Tunney-Dempsey uplift spec-
